Finance Committee Puts Salary 
Issue Back On Manager's Desk 


The Finance Committee of 
Upland City Council set aside 
salary study recommendations 
presented to it on Tuesday, 
Dec. 14, and instead asked 
City Manager Elwin Alder to 
investigate what would be a 
new concept in 
Salary structuring. 

The cost to the city for in- 
creased salaries in the recom- 
mendation placed before the 
committee would have been 
$23,984, if the salaries were 
made effective on Jan. 1 for 
the period from Jan. 1 to 
through June 30, the end of 
the fiscal year. 

However, as it stands now, 
there probably will not be any 
salary changes put into effect 
by the first of the year. They 
could become effective at the 
end of the pay period in mid- 
January if a decision is made 
by then.

Upland Firemen Answered 
Increased Number Of Alarms

During this past November,

The department breaks 
down alarms it answers into 
these categories; (Figures are 
for November 1965, given first, 
and November 1964, given sec- 
ond.)

In neither November 1965 
nor November 1964 were there 
any fatalities as a result of 
fires.

The Upland Fire department 
hus 12 paid members: The 
chief, two captains, one in- 
spector, four engineers and 
four firemen. 

Supplementing the regular 
crews is a group of volun 
teers, usually 20 in number, 

The department's budget in 
this current year is $136,764. 
Of that, $113,654 goes for sal- 
aries and fringe benefits, 
Which leaves $23,130 for opera- 
tion and capital outlay, 

The paid men 24-hour 
duty in & a.m, to 8 a.m. shifts. 
Days-off are rotated, and the 
men average about 67.3 hours 


on duty 
Volunteers are called as 
needed, of course. A direct 


communications system, with 
an outlet in their homes, is 
used to notify them they are 
necded. Sometimes the siren 
atop fire headquarters is used 
in conjunction “oth the direct 
communications system.

Teaching Profession Urged 


To Use Money 


California’s teaching profes- 
sion was urged on Friday 
Dec. 10, to make certain ie 
$100 million in new Federal 
funds to be made available to 
the state’s schools between 
now and July | are ‘wisely 
and efficiently used.” 

Fred J. Clark, president of 
the 142,000-member California 
Teachers Association (CTA), 
said the profession, after pro- 
viding the leadership that 
made the massive Federal 
programs possible, can't just 
sit back and “assume they 
will run smoothly.” 

Speaking to the opening ses- 
sion of the semi-annual meet- 
ing of the CTA’s 400-member 
State Council of Education, 
Clark said “‘our reputation is 
at stake—we cannot permit 
conditions which might serve 
to throw doubt on the wisdom” 
of the profession's efforts to 
get the programs accepted. 

“At the local, state and na- 
tional levels we must be vigi- 
lant to protect our hard-won 
gains.” 

Clark admitted that the new 
programs are suffering from 
‘growing pains,” but he said 
this is to be expected ‘‘when 
one considers the size and 
scope of the operation.”” 

Given “‘time and understand- 
ing,”’ he predicted, ‘‘the kinks 
will be worked out, just as 
they have been in the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act 
and in other Federal pro- 
grams.” 

Clark said ‘‘the establish- 
ment of a broad program of 
Federal support of education 
by the 89th Congress is one of 
the most significant education- 
al achievements of any Con- 
gress in this century, indeed 
if not in the entire history of 
the Nation.” 

The new Federally-support- 
@ programs and the Winton 
Act, approved by the State 
Legislature and signed by

Governor Brown this summer, 
were termed “historic achieve- 
ments for the teaching profes- 
sion” by the CTA president. 
Under terms of the Winten 
Act, Clark said, ‘‘professional 
teachers’ organiations now 
have the legal right to par- 
ticipate in discussions with 
their school employers not 
only on matters of teacher 
welfare, but also, and per- 
haps more importantly, on the 
instructional program. 
“This will tap a_ resource 
overlooked in de- 
improved programs 
classroom—the rich 
reservoir or faculty experi- 
ence.”* 


The Winton Act, Clark said, 
places a heavy responsibility 
on the shoulders of the teach- 
ing profession. ‘We must 
prove the wisdom of this pro- 
posal and make it work. We 
must see that teachers as- 
sume the responsibility of their 
new role in every school dis- 
trict in the state by becoming 
partners with school boards 
and administrators in develop- 
ing the best plans and pro- 
grams possible for the educa- 
tion of children in the class- 
room.” 


Although final authority to 
make decisions and the re- 
sponsibility for their results 
rests, as it must, with the 
legally constituted authority, 
the local school board, Clark 
predicted that California ‘‘will 
see Vastly improved schools 
and instructional programs as 
a result of the successful 
operation of the Winton Act.” 

He also predicted that the 
accelerating trend to unify 
school districts into larger

some of the calories away 
from the meal. 
This requires forethought,

The results can 
be just as palatable as the fat- 
tening feast described above. 

Le:s take that Christmas 
menu, for a starter. Turkey is 
foe fer a main course (duck 
or. goose are too fat). But try 
basting it with consomme in- 
stead of fat. And use fat-free 
bouillon to moisten the stuff-

sweet potatoes. Baked with a 
light glaze of brown sugar and 
cinnamon, they're in the holi- 
day spirit at half the price in 
calories. 

Mus*rooms, which are low in 


calories, can add glamor as 
well as savor to the main 
course. Toss the salad with 
lemon juice or low-calorie 
dressings spiked with herbs. 

‘And for the sweet touch to 
top off the feast. there is a 
variety of fruit or whipped 
gelatin desserts to take the 
place of rith pie or pastry. 

One basic rule for this and 
every meal you serve, be it 
for twe.or a crowd: Don't 
PUSH SFOONDS Moderate 
portions will help keep the 
calories down. 

Other basic principles the 
Heart Association urges you to 
keep in mind for family meals 
the vear round are: 

—Eating patterns are estab- 
lished in early childhood. The 
meals you serve can set your 
children on the road to good 
health and longer life. 

—Calorie cutting begins at 


the supermarket. Buy only 
lean cuts of meat (avoid fat- 
larded prime steaks and rib 
roasts); plan more meals 
around fish and poultry. 

—Back in the kitchen, your 
cooking methods should ‘be 
cal rie-and cholesterol-consci- 
ous. Use skim milk in recipes 
calling for milk; broil, rather 
than fry or saute; use poly- 
unsaturated cooking oil and 
special margarines wherever 
possible. 

Prepare soups afd stews a 
day ahead, and refrigerate; 
skim the congealed fat from 
the top before heating and 
serving the next day 

—And if, at the same time, 
you can promote a program 
of greater physical activity, 
you and your family will reaJ- 
ly have something to be thank- 
ful about when the holiday 
season rolls around next year; 
good health and good looks.

Why 
then have cities all across the 
nation gone to the trouble, 
made the plans and borne the 
expenses of creating them? 
More efficient government 
results when related activities 
are in close proximity to one 
another. The interchange of 
personnel, corres ence, 
and records across the mall 
or square of a civic center is 
accomplished much more 
“quickly and cheaply than 
across miles of city area to 
scattered public buildings. 
THE RESULTING savings 
in mileage, postage and time 
tend to defray the costs of a 
civic center and make the 
operation of government more 
efficient.

Richard J. Dolwig of San 
Mateo, was looking for ideas 
as to how the State Legista- 
ture could improve the co 
ordination of state and Fed- 
eral aid programs. 


But the nature of the 
Jems presented indicated the 
improvement will have to be 
a Federal, more than a state, 
responsibility. 

Here are some examples 
presented by the witnesses: 

—Federal delay in supplying 
rwes and regulations for the 
Higher Education Act of 1965 
is delaying Dr. Spalding's staff 
in estimating the amount of 
matching funds the state will 
have to supply. 

—The State Department of 
Education faces a dilemma in 
that it must certify that a pro- 
posed project will not duplik 
cate another Federally-aided 
project, yet Federal officials 
deal directly with local, non- 
educational agencies in setting 
up projects under the Eco- 
nomic Opportunity Act and the 
state has no way of ascertain- 
ing where and what they are. 


—pr. William Cuaningham, 
superintendent of Hayward 
Unified District, commented 
that ‘‘we learn how to write 
programs so they will be ap- 
proved’’ in testifying as to the

He pointed out that his dis- 
trict’s remedial reading pro- 
gram is funded under the bco- 
nomic Opportunity Act this 
ear, but will be under the 
lementary and Secondary 
Education Act of [965 next 
year. 

He also Said next year's 
fund commitment is unkqown, 
which leads to further ad- 
ministrative headaches 


—Dr. Fred Fox, assistant 
superintendent of Los Angeles 
City Schools, said that in cases 
where the district advances 
funds for a program with the 
expectation of Federal reim- 
bursement, the repayment 
lags from 60 to 90 days and 
““we can never be sure it will 
be a 100 per cent reimburse 
ment. 

General complaints included 
the objections that Federal 
funds do not help districts out 
of their basic instructional and 
construction cost crises, that 
some smal] districts cannot 
afford the manpower required 
to apply for Federal aid. 

Also among complaints were 
these: that Federal funds do 
not help to equalize educa- 
tional opportunities as between 
poor and wealthy districts, and 
that the state has reduced or 
eliminated its support for spe- 
cial projects in anticipation of 
the Federal funds. 


Among recommendations by 
the witnesses were these: Give 
policy power in Federal aid 
implementation to the State 
Board of Education and ad- 
ministrative authority to the 
State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. 

Also, channel Federal aid 
through state agencies, not di- 
rectly to local agencies, pub- 


lic or private; allow use of 
some Federal money for 
equalization of opportunity; 


and iron out conflicts between 
Federal and state regulations.

Welfare Fraud 


No Problem, 


| According To State Official

Welfare fraud, the tradi- 
tional bugaboo in public assist- 
ance to needy families, has 
literally disappeared as 4a 
problem of any statistical sig- 
nificance in California, ac- 
cording to State Director of 
Social Welfare Jack Wede- 
meyer. 

Wedemeyer reported that a 
“Recipient Fraud Survey” 
conducted by the Research 
and Statistics Division of his 
Department over a period of 
15 months (July 1964 through 
September 1965), via reports 
compiled in all counties, bears 
out this conclusion. 

“Established fraud cases, 
resulting in convictions by dis- 
trict attorneys,’ he said, ‘‘ac- 
tually amount to a fraction of 
1/30th of one per cent of the 
total Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children caseload. 

“The notoriety and atention 
that fraud convictions draw 1s 
understandable, but also un- 
fortunate in keeping alive the 
popular impression that cheat- 


ing is widespread,” Wede- 
meyer noted. 
The pattem that emerged 


from the 15 months’ fraud sur- 
vey, he said, is this: 

1. An average of 600 ‘‘sus- 
pected fraud’ cases in_ the 
AFDC program (out of 137,000 
families) are turned up month- 





ly by social workers in the 58 
counties 

2. About three-fourths of the 
suspected cases are found by 
special investigative units, €s- 
tablished by county welfare 
departments, to be clear of ac- 
tual fraud. The other one- 
fourth are referred to the dis- 
trict attorney in the county 

3. The referrals are further 
reduced by 50 per cent or 
more, on the average, as “no 
case’’ by the district attorney; 


with the ultimate result that 
less thn 10 per cent of he 
‘“‘suspeced fraud’’ cases Or- 
finally tumed up result in con- 
victions 

“And bear in mind,” Wede- 
mever said, “that even the 
suspected cases—90 per cent 


of which don’t check out—only 
represent about one-half of one 
per cent of the 137,000 families 
receiving AFDC assistance at 
any given time 

“The actual proven fraud is 


virtually infinitesimal; cer- 
tanly so small as to lay to 
rest the persistent fable that 
the welfare rolls are shot 
through with scheming free- 
loaders.” 

He said suspected and prov- 
en fraud in the other cate- 


gories of aid—old age, blind or 
disabled recipients—are even 
smaller in number

Regulations and standards for 
a new category of aid in the 
California public welfare pro- 
gram have been released by 
State Social Welfare Director 
Jack Wedemeyer as *AVCV® 
--Aid to Victims of Crimes 
of Violence. 

The new program, effective 
Jan. 1, implements a national- 
ly unique legislative plan auth- 
orized by State Senator Eugene 
McAteer, and signed into law 
by Gov. Edmund G,. Brown as 
a product of the 1965 Regular 
Session of the Legislature. 

Wedemeyer said the stand- 
ards developed by his depart- 
ment have gone to all county 
welfare departments in the state 
and are to be handled by them in 
coordination with the Aid to 
Families with Dependent Child- 
ren program. 


The legislation (SB 1057) es- 
tablished California as the first 
state in the nation to provide 
aid to those families who are 
in need as the result of acrime 


of violence.

New Zealand and Great Bri- 
tain are the only other govern- 
ments known to have such pro- 
grams. New York and Pennsyl- 
vania are known to be develop- 
ing similar legislation for fu- 
ture action, 

The AVCV criteria are sub- 
stantially the same as the stand- 
ards for AFDC except that the 
applicant is not required to meet 
the real and personal property 
requirements of the latter pro- 
gram.
